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Still the recognized leader of the Yankee pitching staff, Mel 
Stottlemyre completes his tenth year with the Yankees in August. 
The youthful veteran (he’s only 32) is the senior man on the 
Yankee team, the only remaining active player from the Yanks’ 
last championship club (1964). 

In that season, the personable right-hander with the 
outstanding sinker ball, won nine of twelve decisions after being 
called up from Richmond . . . a performance that meant a fifth 
straight pennant—and the 29th overall—for the Yankees. Now, nothing would make Mel 
happier than to celebrate his anniversary with another team championship for the Yankees. 

During the intervening years, Mel has established himself as one of the all-time Yankee 
pitchers. He ranks high in most team pitching statistics. Going into the 1974 campaign, his 
40 lifetime shutouts were second only to ‘‘Hall of Famer’ Whitey Ford’s 45... and tops 
in the American League for pitchers still active only in the A. L. His 158 lifetime wins puts 
him in sixth place, just four games back of Herb Pennock, another “Hall of Fame’ member. 
Mel is third on the all-time Yankee list for innings pitched; eighth in games; fourth in 
strikeouts; and seventh in career ERA with 2.94. 

An outstanding fielding pitcher, Stottlemyre 
still has ‘‘good stuff’’ plus the moxie to lead the 
staff. A fine competitor, Mel has the winning 
attitude which hopefully will lead the Yankees 
to future glory. 
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There's a Most Valuable Player award iff Bobby Murcer's future. We can’t 
predict when, but this is a man with all the credentials . . . all the tools to 
qualify when the time comes. 

When the Yankees were making a run at the pennant last season, Bobby 
was leading the charge. With his potent pat, daring baserunning and defensive 
prowess, his presence was always felt. A player who seems to do everything 
right by instinct, Bobby is the very heart of the Yankee lineup. 

After joining the club on a regular basis in 1969, Bobby learned the league 
—adjusted to a two-year layoff due to military service, and by 1971, was ready to 
show the baseball world what he was made of. So the Oklahoma City wonder, who 
packs a lot of power onto a comparatively small frame, exploded with three consecutive 
super seasons, orbiting him into the starting lineup at the annual All-Star Game, and making 
his the first name in mind when fans around the league await the Yankees arrival. 

Bobby won't be 28 until May 20—just reaching his peak years as a bailplayer. And 
there should be a lot of happiness for Bobby, the Yankees, and their fans during that 
peak period. 
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Just how much Steve Kline means to the Yankees was convinc- 
ingly demonstrated last season, when arm problems sidelined 
the big righthander for most of the season, cutting his victory 
total from 16 in 1972 to four. 
And that, according to followers of the Yankees, was the 
major factor in the Yankees late season woes in 1973. Steve 
Kline's absence. 
But this year, Steve is back... anewlywed... his arm 


rested without having thrown a ball all winter, and ready to go in 1974. “It's like starting all 
over again,” says Steve, “‘like a rookie. But | went through it once, and | can do it again. At 
least | don't have to learn the hitters all over.”’ 

Steve is a product of the state of Washington and at age 26, just reaching his peak 
years. His 2.40 earned run average in 1972 was the eighth best in the league and no one is 
more anxious than Steve himself to pick up his career right at that point and forget 1973. 
No one is more anxious, that is, unless it's 

the Yankees themselves. 
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Mike Hegan’'s return to the Yankees last season not only took him off the 
Oakland bench and onto everyday play, but returned him to the team he 
originally signed with—and the results were glowing. 
In 37 games for the Yankees, Mike hit six home runs, batted .273, and 
showed his usual brand of outstanding glovework—the type which gave him 
the major league record for consecutive errorless games at first base. 
Mike first joined the Yankees in 1964 and participated in the '64 World 
: Series. He moved on to Seattle in 1969 and was a member 
of the American League All-Star team. He batted .329 
for the World Champion A’s of 1972, but was happy 
to return to everyday service with the Yankees last year. 
Mike’s dad Jim, a longtime catching star at Cleve- 
land, was a Yankee coach from 1960-73 and is 
now with Detroit.

The talk of the International League last season was Otto Velez, a 
converted third baseman who was stealing the show at Syracuse 
with his power and his arm. And when a prospect is so widely 
acclaimed in the minors, it’s a short period of time until the major 
leagues beckon. 

Otto was a third baseman until last year’s spring training camp 
when he was moved to right field. He showed a tremendous arm 
in camp, adjusted to his new position, won the James P. Dawson 
Award (as the Yankees’ outstanding rookie) and then went out and hit 29 home runs 
with 98 runs batted in at Syracuse. 

Called up to the Yankees in September, Otto's best days were his 3 for 4 debut against 
Mickey Lolich, and his first two big league homers coming in the same game at Cleveland. 

The Yankees are confident that Otto will find a place for himself on the '74 Yankees 
and continue the improvement he has shown each year he’s been in the organization. 
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It would be hard to find a man as versatile as Bill Sudakis in baseball today. 
Bill can switch hit, can play the infield, the outfield, or catch. He can 
be a designated hitter or a defensive replacement. Having Bill on the club 
means the Yankee roster is eased by having a man who can be a number 
three catcher, and serve as a third baseman, outfielder, or however the 
cards fall for Bill this year. It seems certain he will see a lot of action. 
Bill, originally a Dodger, played for the Mets in 1972 before 
being traded to Texas last spring. Playing in the difficult home park in 
Arlington, Bill still had a season of 15 home runs in only 82 games—a greater homer per at 
bat frequency than the league’s homer champ, Reggie Jackson. 
The Yankees are happy to have a man of Bill’s abilities serving their needs, and Bill’s 
return to New York makes him a happy man as well. 
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There’s nobody more liked among the Yankee players than 
Celerino Sanchez—a fine accomplishment considering Celerino’s 
very limited abilities with the English language. 
His baseball abilities however, are underrated by no one. 
While his playing time was brief last season, his good bat 
(Cellie once hit .448 in the Mexican Southeast League) and 
rugged defensive play are well appreciated. 
Rugged seems an appropriate word for Cellie’s work at 
third base. He takes the bad hops and hard grounders off his chest, recovers, and rifles the 
ball across to first. Celerino bears the bruises of many a Harmon Killebrew smash as 
souvenirs of his Yankee days. 
Whether he’s called on to hit or play the field, Celerino is always ready 
and able, and prepared to offer more than the usual bench strength. 
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Like his teammate Pat Dobson, pennants seem to follow Wayne Granger 
around. Dobson has been with pennant winners in Detroit and Baltimore, and 
Granger has pitched in World Series for St. Louis and Cincinnati. In other 
words, this is a winning ballplayer. 

A relief pitcher who has never started a game, Wayne is in company 
there with Sparky Lyle—a very select pair of outstanding hurlers. Twice Wayne 
led the National League in games pitched, including a record 90 
appearances in 1969 (a record broken last year by Mike Marshall). When he 


joined the Yankees last season in a trade with the Cardinals, it marked his second appearance in the 
American League, having pitched for the Twins in 1972. 
And Wayne was mighty impressive in his brief Yankee stint last season, 
showing a 1.76 earned run average for seven relief outings. That's the kind 
of work Wayne would love to spread over a full season. Such as this one. 
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Strikeouts are the name of the game for Sudden Sam McDowell, and 
if that’s his game, he plays it well. Early in 1974, Sam will tie Sandy 
Koufax for tenth place on the all-time strikeout list, a record of 
distinction. 

The Yankees brought Sam back to the American League last 
June, purchasing him from the Giants. He thus returned to the league 
of his great triumphs, for it was with Cleveland that he was a 
six-time all-star, a 20-game winner, an ERA champ, and a five-time 
strikeout champ, twice passing 300 strikeouts in a single season. He was named Pitcher of 
the Year by the Sporting News in 1970. 

Sam still throws as hard as ever, and presents an awesome ie aa 
challenge to opposing hitters. If the flame is still there—and Sam says 
it is— then he will be a regular in the Yankee rotation, and a 
mighty important one at that.

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Sparky Lyle has figured in nearly half of the Yankees victories in 
the past two seasons, either by virtue of a win or a save. That's the 
kind of performance that makes him stand out in his field as one of 
the great relief pitchers of modern baseball. 

The drama of a Lyle appearance, so much a part of the New 
York sports scene, features this master of confidence and ability 
challenging hitters and defying them with his crafts. In a key situation 
—and that's the only time you see Sparky—he's at his best, for he 
thrives on the game-in-the-balance moments that earn saves. 

A happy, fun loving man off the field, Sparky enjoys photography away 
from the Yankees. But the comraderie of the clubhouse is where he's 
happiest—and where the Yankees are delighted to find him each day, 
knowing he’s ready for those big moments late in the game 
when Sparky gets the call. 


It didn't take Thurman Munson long to become a star. He played 99 
games in the minor leagues following his All-American career at Kent 
State, and by opening day of 1970, Thurman was the Yankees’ top 
catcher, at the age of 22. 

All he did was hit .302 and win the ‘‘Rookie of the Year’’ Award. 
An All-Star selection the following year, a Gold Glove and return to 
.300 last season, and after just four seasons, Thurman is considered 
to be the finest catcher today in the American League, if not in all 


of baseball. 

Which comes as no surprise to Thurman, who never doubted his abilities, never thinks 
in terms of slumps, and takes every game of the season personally—as though winning or 
losing was entirely up to him. He plays every game to the fullest, and his durability is a big 
factor in the Yankees being in every game. 

Confidence is Thurman Munson's game! And his leadership from behind the plate 
makes that confidence contagious among the Yankee players, a very healthy kind of 


contagion. 
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There’s a modern expression used to describe one who 
does his job, has great pride, and continues onward. It’s 
‘keep on truckin’,”’ and Horace Clarke is the ‘‘keep on 
truckin’ "' man of the Yankees. 

Here’s a quiet, private gentleman from the Virgin 
Islands, who has played a steady brand of baseball for the 
Yankees as a nine-year veteran. While best known as an 
offensive ballplayer always on base, always a threat to 
steal, and always around the .265 mark, Horace has also set a proud fielding mark, 
leading the league’s second baseman in assists for six consecutive seasons. Only 
Hall of Famer Charlie Gehringer, with seven (but not consecutive) ever did it more. 
Horace has also twice led the league in double plays, has twice led the league in 
at bats, and is rapidly moving towards the all-time top five in the Yankee 
stolen base listings. 

Horace'’s first two home runs in the big leagues were both grand slams, 
something he still rates as his biggest thrill in the game. But Horace isn’t one 
bent towards thrills or excitement. He just goes out and does his job—keeps 
on truckin’ towards the betterment of the Yankees.

The Sounds of a Half Century

The accompanying long playing record is the story of a 
Stadium. A massive sports arena, built in the borough of 
the Bronx, in the City of New York, out of 2200 tons of 
concrete and steel on 11.6 acres of land. Built in 1923, 
and thanks to the blessings of immortal names performing 
immortal deeds, the Stadium—Yankee Stadium—became 
the most famous sports arena in America. 

The majesty of the structure was overwhelming. As 
the first triple-decked stadium in the country, it represented 
a great architectural achievement. The graceful design of 
the facade, encircling the grandstand, became a backdrop 
to hundreds of memorable moments—as the mighty 
Yankees won 27 pennants in their first 42 years of 
occupancy, employing the likes of Babe Ruth, Lou Gehrig, 
Joe DiMaggio and Mickey Mantle. 

The Stadium, although dominated by the great Yankee 
teams, was also the home of championship boxing, New 
York Giant football, the historic Mass for Peace by 
Pope Paul VI, and many other events which sent over 
eighty million people through the turnstiles in a half century. 

Now, as Yankee Stadium undergoes a massive 
remodeling program which will make it one of the most 
modern and comfortable parks in the country, we relive 
here some of those wondrous moments of the past, which 
turned the Stadium into a veritable house of worship for 
so many. Itis fitting that Mel Allen, the long time Voice of 
the Yankees is our host, as we borrow the standout 
minutes of glory which rose from 50 years of enjoyment

Elliott Maddox joined the Yankees 
in spring training on a purchase 
from the Texas Rangers. He is 
rated a top defensive outfielder 
with good speed. Elliott, who was 
born in East Orange, New Jersey, 
is a graduate of the University of 
Michigan who originally signed with the Tigers in 1968. 


The Yankees obtained popular 
Walt Williams late in spring training 
from the Indians, for whom he 
batted .289 last season. The one 
time White Sox outfielder hit a 
career high .304 in 1969. Nicknamed 
‘No Neck” for his short stocky 
build, Walt comes from the San 
Francisco area and originally signed with the Houston 
Organization. 
At 30, he offers the Yankees a man with experience in 
the field and with the bat. 
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Duke Sims holds a unique distinction which will one day be lost in 
the pages of baseball history. Duke hit the last home run in Yankee 
Stadium prior to its closing for remodeling last September. 

Duke joined the Yankees in the very last week of the season, 
after two very exciting seasons with Detroit, where he captured the 
imagination of the fans almost at once, and was greeted with chants 
of “Duke! Duke!” much as Bill Skowron was once greeted by 
“Moose! Moose!” in Yankee Stadium. 

Sims is a power hitter who belted 23 homers for Cleveland in 1970, and who has 
also seen action for the Dodgers. A 15-year veteran of pro baseball, the Yankees look 
to Duke for experience at three positions (catcher and first base as well as designated 
hitter) with that added batting punch he can contribute. 
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Rick Bladt has progressed with his 
career to the point where he now 
feels ready to claim a job on the 
Yankees in 1974. 
Rick has been a regular in the 
Syracuse outfield for four years, 
after being obtained from the Cubs. 
He has become a solid defensive ballplayer who hit 
around .265 and shows good speed and some power. 
All of these combine to make him a valuable man 
to have around, and that’s just what the Yankees will 
be thinking as they look to Rick's future. 


Big Tom Buskey made the jump to 
the major leagues last season—the 
climax of an inspirational career 
which began with his 1969 signing 
after being passed over in the free 
agent draft. 

Tom was a high school All 
American in baseball and football and then graduated 
from the University of North Carolina. The six foot 
three inch Pennsylvanian throws right handed and 
won six of ten decisions in relief for Syracuse last 
season.

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This is Gene Michael's seventh year with the Yankees. quite an 
accomplishment for a career that began with seven and a half years 
in the minors, then a fast shuffle from the Pirates to the Dodgers to 
the Yankees. 

But since he became a regular at shortstop in 1969, Gene has 
won over all his old critics by getting 100% out of his ability, and 
becoming a quality major league infielder, with good range and a 
strong arm. He kids himself about his hitting, but Gene is a clutch 
hitter who reached a career high in runs batted in last season. He was especially effective 
in the first half when the Yankees were winning. 

Then of course, there is that hidden ball trick, with which Gene has embarrassed five 
men leading off second in recent years. 

The kind of man Gene is was best exemplified when his friends 
from Norwood, New Jersey had a ‘‘Gene Michael Night’ at 
Yankee Stadium, and Gene saw to it that all proceeds went 
to the establishment of a Gene Michael Scholarship Fund. 

A credit to baseball is Gene, as well as a key figure 
in the Yankee story today. . 
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Roy White can be proud of his many accomplishments during his Yankee 
career. 
He has twice led the league in games played. He holds the longest 
running consecutive game streak in the league today. He has been a 
two-time All-Star. He tied Dick Allen for the lead in walks in 1972. Three 
years in a row he batted .290 or better. He set a record by being the only 
outfielder in Yankee history to field 1.000 for a single season. He holds an 
American League record for sacrifice flies in one season. He has 
career highs of 22 homers and 94 runs batted in with 109 runs scored. He's high on the 
all-time stolen base list of the Yankees. In short, a career of accomplishment. 
But the soft spoken Roy, now in his ninth season with the Yankees, is still waiting for 
his first World Series, and when it comes, you'll know he's played a big part in achieving it. 
As an important daily cog in the Yankee attack, it could 
be achieved in no other way. 
Roy turned 30 last December, is now living a 
comfortable life in Wayne, New Jersey with his wife 
. 2 Linda and two children, made possible by his 
outstanding seasons with the Yankees. Both Roy 
and the Yankees are thankful for each other. 
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A warm welcome to Lou Piniella, newest member of the Yankee outfield, 
and one of the most accomplished hitters in the American League! 

Lou's coming to New York at the winter meetings last November 
was hailed as a master trade. By getting the exciting and colorful Piniella, 
the Yankees picked up an established baseball player of quality, ready 
to step into the lineup and play a big part in the fortunes of 1974. 


{ : The American League's Rookie of the Year in 1969, Lou won the 
award a year after Stan Bahnsen and a year before Thurman Munson. He 


had been in spring training that season with the expansion Seattle Pilots, but before the 
season began was traded to Kansas City, another expansion team, for one-time Yankee Steve 
Whitaker. As an original Royal, Lou twice hit .300, and in 1972 finished second in the league 
with a .312 mark. 

Fans will find Lou a totally competitive player, totally absorbed in every game, and 
occasionally excitable when things don’t go the Yankees’ way. But as for the trade last 
November which landed Lou in pinstripes—things went the Yankee way that day, and Lou’s 
mighty happy to be in New York! 
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Fred Beene really came into his own last season. He had a perfect 6-0 
record and a fabulous 1.68 earned run average, serving the Yankees as 
both a starter and reliever. It was one of the pleasant surprises of the 
year... even though his season was cut short because of a 

tender shoulder. 

Although Fred has now been in the big leagues for only two 
seasons, he has none of the inexperience of a rookie... Fredisa 
31-year-old pro who spent eight seasons in the minor leagues, learning 
his craft. Only 5’8” and 150 pounds, he is nevertheless one of the most complete athletes 
on the club, and probably could have excelled as an infielder had he sought to go that way. 

Despite its reputation for making everything king size, Texas is the state that claims 
Fred, and he received his degree from Sam Houston State College. Originally signed by the 
Orioles, Fred moved to the Yankees for spring training 1972, won a job, and has become 
an important part of the team. It was worth waiting for! 


Dave Pagan comes from a farm in 
Saskatchewan, Canada, so small 
that his telephone number was 
“eight.’’ Somehow, Yankee scout 
Eddie Taylor, who uncovered Mel 
Stottlemyre and Steve Kline before 
him, came upon Dave and made 


him a Yankee. 
He has put outstanding seasons back to back now, 

first in the Carolina League, and last year split between the 

Eastern League and the International League, with a brief, 

four game stop in the majors 

for a look. Dave's earned 


run average for four 
Yankee appearances 
was 2.84. 

This year, the 
Yankees will watch 
Dave's progress care- 
fully. He is aman who 
figures in their future. 


Mike Pazik was the Yankees’ 

number one draft choice in June 

of 1971, and has looked good in 
each of the spring camps he’s been 
invited to. The Holy Cross alumnus 
pitched a no-hitter in his first pro 
season at Syracuse, where he’s 
worked the last two-and-a-half years. Mike feels he’s now 
ready for an authentic shot at the ‘big club” and is 
determined to make this his year. 

That's the kind of determination that the Yankees like 
to see... and put it together with Mike’s strong left arm 
and you've got a winning combination that will be making 
its presence felt for a long time. 
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Newest member of the Yankee bullpen crew is Ken Wright, obtained with 
Lou Piniella last December in a trade for Lindy McDaniel. The Yankees 
viewed the addition of Wright to the trade as a real plus for their 
pitching staff in 1974. 

Ken was originally signed by the Boston Red Sox, but Kansas City 
drafted him in 1969, and he pitched four seasons for the Royals. His 
record last year was 6-5. Ken recalls that his major league debut was 
against the Angels in 1970, and his mound opponent was Clyde Wright, 
an improbable occurence which he sees as noteworthy. 

Certainly of equal note, if not greater, will be the contribution Ken can make to the 
Yankee cause this season. The big righthander with ten years of professional experience 
behind him is looking forward to his new home. 


No question about Fred Stanley having 

a major league glove—he’s considered 

one of the finest fielding shortstops in 

the Yankee organization, and his play 

last September when called up from 

Syracuse proved it to one and all. 

A veteran of service with Seattle, 

Milwaukee, Cleveland and San Diego, Fred is at the point 
where he’d like to settle down to a regular job, and prove that 
his bat is big league, too. A grand slam homer against the 
Brewers last year helped move him in that direction, and the 
Yankees are anxious to see 
more of Fred Stanley’s act. 
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It is going to be hard to keep Rick 
Dempsey in the minors much 

longer. This onetime Minnesota 
prospect has had some outstanding 
minor league seasons behind him, 
including last year’s when he 
handled the regular catching 

duties at Syracuse following an outstanding spring training 
with the Yanks. 

Rick signed with the Twins in 1967, and has had some 
big league experience both with Minnesota and last 
September with the Yankees. Considered a good handler 
of pitchers and a fine receiver, Rick is as ready as he will 
ever be for the majors, and that figures to make this his year. 
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Pat Dobson joined the Yankees last June in a trade with Atlanta, and 
went on to win nine games for New York, which included some of the 
best ball he’s ever pitched. 

And Pat has pitched some mighty fine baseball, highlighted by his 
1971 season at Baltimore, when he joined Mike Cuellar, Dave McNally 
and Jim Palmer to give the Orioles the first 4-man 20-wins each staff 
since 1920. 

Pat, a member of the 1972 American League All-Star team, usually 
has success follow him. He broke in with Detroit and played on their 1968 pennant winning 
club... then was present on the '71 Oriole champions. In between, he also saw a year's 
service with San Diego. 

Dobson’s arm is one of the better ones in the game, and he still has a lot of pitches 
to fire with it. While he's wearing the Yankee uniform, it would be nice if his habit of 
participating on pennant winners held true again. 
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Jim Ray Hart will always be remembered as the first regular 
designated hitter the Yankees employed in the first year of the 
historic ruling—and Jim's contributions will make it a pleasant 
memory, as he hit 13 homers and drove in 52 runs following his 
purchase from the Giants. 

At San Francisco of course, Jim teamed with Willie Mays and 
Willie McCovey for many years to provide one of the most potent 
lineups in the National League. He was a member of an all-star 
team, a 30-homer a year man, and a high average hitter before knee surgery slowed 
him down. 

But although the surgery keeps him from playing the field, the DH was made to order 
for Jim, who's bat is still ringing with line drives. As a right hand hitter, Shea Stadium 
should prove even better for Jim's career than Yankee Stadium did, and the Yankees are 
anxious to see the results of the move in Jim's case. 
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It isn't easy to come back after a losing season, and fortunately 
for Fritz Peterson, losing seasons don't occur very often. Last year 
was only his second in eight years with the Yankees, a proud 
career which includes selection to an All-Star team, a 20-victory 
campaign, and membership in several Top 20 pitching categories 
among Yankee pitchers. 

Fritz is a bright, stocky lefthander who holds a master's 
degree in education, and has taught at Northern Illinois University 
in off seasons. On the mound he is best noted for his razor sharp control, enabling 
him to walk fewer than two men per nine innings for his career, and to have a strikeout- 
walk ratio of nearly 3-1. 

Last year was the first in six years in which Fritz failed to pitch 200 innings, and he 
has always thrived on work. But that was last year and this is 1974—Fritz looks for a return 
to form, knowing that his return will help the Yankees recapture that magic from 1973 and 
extend it all the way to the end of the season. 
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Just how exciting a ballplayer Ron Blomberg is was well 
demonstrated last June, when his great bat was producing a .400 
batting average. Not since Ted Williams and Stan Musial had 
anyone hit .400 so late in the season (Ron stayed there until July 
4th), and he immediately became the most talked about player in 
New York. 

Nationally, his fame spread, as in one week he shared the 
cover of Sports Illustrated with Bobby Murcer and was featured on 
the cover of the Sporting News. Several weeks later he appeared on the cover of Sport 
Magazine. Few athletes ever score this ‘‘Triple Play’’ in a matter of weeks. 

Ron, of course, is still developing. Although his average was the fourth best in the 
majors last year, he still wants to play every day and make a more complete contribution to 
the future of the Yankees. Hopefully entering an injury-free season, Ron, at 25, wants to 
make this the year of fulltime duty. 

Atlanta’s gift to New York is a much quoted, much photographed strong man, liked by 
the fans and the media alike. But Ron knows that his greatest fame is only just approaching 
the day the Yanks win a pennant and Ron makes a daily contribution to the cause. And no 
one wants that day to be nearer than Ronnie himself. 
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George “Doc” Medich arrived on the Yankee scene last spring, 
won a job during training, and wound up the season winning 14 
games, posting the fifth best earned run average in the American 
League, and earning high consideration for the Rookie Pitcher of 
the Year Award. 

Quite a first year achievement. But only surprising in the fact 
that big George did it by jumping from Double-A ball in one season, 
following an 11-3 record at West Haven in 1972 with a 1.44 ERA. 

George is in the University of Pittsburgh graduate school of medicine during the winters, 
working his way towards a medical degree while baseball finances his studies. This is a 
great arrangement for all concerned—George, the Yankees, and the medical profession, for 
he’s a serious young man who is certain to attain great heights in anything he puts his 
mind to. 


Perhaps the most remarkable factor in his rookie 
season performance was his continuing improvement as 
the year progressed. As he developed his confidence 
and gained knowledge of opposing hitters, Doc’s 
record improved and the league did not catch up 
with him. 
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In a quiet, unspectacular way, Graig Nettles joined the Yankees last year 
and set club records both at bat and in the field. 
No third baseman ever hit as many home runs as did Graig for the 
Yankees last season. And no third baseman ever handled as many 
chances in the field as did Graig. Contributions such as these, which 
tied him for the club lead in home runs with Bobby Murcer and placed 
him second to Bobby in runs batted in, made the debut season of 
Graig a noteable one for the Yankees. 
In his career at Cleveland, Graig was the ‘'Man of the Year’ and the toast of the town 
for three seasons. His coming to New York a year ago was heralded as an important step 
in stabilizing the Yankee infield, and in providing a big bat in the lineup. While Graig would 
have liked to have hit higher, his run production was superb and he played in all but two 
games during the season. 
Graig is one of many young stars in baseball from southern California, where he lives with his wife 
Ginger and two children. At 29, he will continue to 
hold down, in his own determined and steady 
fashion, the important third base job on the 
Yankees. 
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MANTLE & FORD, NEWEST IN HALL OF FAME, 
HEADLINE OLDTIMER'S DAY AUGUST 3RD 


Never before in baseball history had two team- 
mates been elected to the Hall of Fame on the 
same day—but what a “‘daily double” this year— 
all-time Yankee greats Mickey Mantle and Whitey 
Ford were both voted in as the 20th and 21st 
Yankees to be so honored. They will be formally 
inducted in ceremonies at Cooperstown, New York 
on Monday, August 12. 

Mantle, the most popular player of his era, 
played more games than any Yankee in history, 
won three Most Valuable Player awards, hit 536 
home runs, and set a World Series record with 
5 18 homers. 

Ford, now the Yankee pitching coach, is the winningest pitcher in Yankee history with 236, 
and holds the World Series record for consecutive scoreless innings pitched. Whitey was a 
Cy Young Award winner in a 25-4 season for the Yankees in 1961. 

Nine days before their induction, Mickey and Whitey will head the cast of this year’s 
Yankee Old Timers’ Day, scheduled for Saturday afternoon, August 3rd, at 1:15 in Shea Stadium. 
The Boston Red Sox will be the Yankee opponents in the regular game following the ceremonies. 

Teammates and opponents of Mickey and 
Whitey, including Joe DiMaggio, will be 
invited back to help recall some of the 
great moments in their careers, as 
pictured on these pages.
